PORTLAND, OR  – A group of 24 Oregon residents from twelve countries will take the Oath of Allegiance 
and become United States citizens during a ceremony this Friday at Portland’s U.S. Citizenship and 
Immigration Services (USCIS) office, 511 N.W. Broadway.
